1963 


No. HQ/63-4. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 45, read with sub-section (2) of section 8, of the An 
Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953) Air India, with the pre- 
vious approval of the Central Government, hereby makes, 
the following regulations further to amend the Air-India Em- 
ployees' Service Regulations, namely 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Air-India Em- 

ployees’ Service (Amendment) Regulations, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. t 

2. In Air-India Employees’ Service Regulations, 1963, for 
sub-rcgulatiou (i) (b) of regulation 24A, the following shall 
be shbstituted, namely : — 

"To all other categories of employees, at the rate of thirty 
days on half bqsic pay in respect of each completed year of 
continuous service, in cases where the employee is suffering 
from, — 

(i) tuberculosis, 

(ii) leprosy, 

(iii) cancer, 

(iv) organic heart diseases requiring hospitalisation and/ 
or prolonged rest in bed, 

tv) paralysis of vescular, infective or denunciative ori- 
gin affecting one or more limbs (mmor paralysis 
like bell’s palsy is not included in this category), 

(vi) significant mental illness treated in a Government 
Mental Hospital (in such cases, a ceitillcate from 
the following authorities regularising sickness will 
be accepted by the Corporation, subject to the ap- 
proval of the same by the Chief Medical Officer of 
the Corporation) — ■ 

(1) Hospital Superintendent or any other compe- 
tent authority of a Government Mental Hospi- 
tal empowered to issue such a certificate; 

(2) A Psychiatrist on Air-India panel of specialists 
attached to a Government Hospital or a private 
hospital or nursing home. 

(vii) On the basis of the recommendation of the Corpo- 
ration's Chief Medical Officer, special sick leave 
will also be admissible in cases where the employee 
is suffering fiom the following diseases or ailments 
oi injury, provided the employee has been hospita- 
lised continuously for more than three months on 
account of any one or more of the diseases or ail- 
ments or injuries mentioned below ; 

(1) head injury, 

(2 ) fracture of bone, 

(3) injury to any internal organ, 

(4) renal (kidney) failure, 

(5) hepatic (liver) failure, 

(6) respitatory failure, 

(7) bone marrow failure, 

( 8 ) unconsciousness from any cause, 

(9) brain abscess, 

(10) liver abscess, 

(11) abscess of the bone (ostomyelltis), 

(12) subdiaphragmatic abccss, 

(13) intra-abdominal abscess, 

(14) empyema, 

(15) intracranical aneurysms or vascular abnormali- 
ties requiring surgical treatment, 

(16) collagen diseases listed below: 

(a) systemic lupus erythematosis, 

(b) polyarteritis nodosa. 


(c) progressive systemic sclerosis, 

(d) polymyositis, 

(17) rhumatic poly arthritis, 

(18) rhematoid arthritis, 

(19) septic arthritis, 

(20) sacroidosis, 

(21 ) crohn’s diseases, 

(22) ulcerative colitis, 

(23) cirosis of the liver and its sequelae, 

(24) peptic ulcer and its scqualae, 

(25) hyper or hypofunction of the endocrine glands, 

(26) glaucoma, 

(27) prolapsed intervertebral disc and its sequalae, 

(28) demyelinating diseases, 

(29) myasthenia gravis,

B/VlI/l/319/E-7.dated the 25th January, 1980, as requir- 
ed by sub-section (1) of section 284 oi’ the Cantonments 
Act, J924 (2 of 1924), ioi inviting objections and sugges- 
tions from all persons likely to be affected thereby befoie 
the expny of a period of tliiity days from the date of 
publication of the stud public notice; 

And whereas the said public notice was put on the Can- 
tonment Notice Board on the 25th January, 1980; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions wero received 
by the Cantonment Board before the said period; 

And whereas the Central Government have duly approved 
and confirmed the said draft as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 284 of the said Act; 

Now, thercfoie. in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (28) and (38) of section 282, read with section 283 
of the said Act, the Cantonment Board Wellington, Nilgiris, 
hereby makes the following bye-laws, namely : — 

1 . Slturl title and commencement : 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Wellington 
Cantonment (Control of Loud Speakers) Bye 
Laws. 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Conditions for permission to use Loud Speaker ; 

No person shall make use of any Loud Speaker within 
the limits of Wellington Cantonment except with the pre- 
vious permission in writing of the Cantonment Executive 
Officer andi on the following conditions, namely ; — 

(1) that the application for giant of permission to the 
use of loud speaker for marriage or for any other 
occasion shall be made to the Cantonment Execu- 
tive Officer on any working day during office hours. 
The request shall be made on a Form specified in 
the Schedule annexed to these bye-laws at least 
twentv four hours before the time the loud speaker 
is lequired to be played. The Form shall be ob- 
tained from the Office of the Cantonment Execu- 
tive Officer free of cost; 

(2) that (he Cantonment Executive Officer may, having 
regard to public welfare and convenience, either 
reiuse or grant permission for the use of the loud 
speaker for such period ns may be specified by him 
in this behalf; 

(3) that an amplifier possessing more that 25 watts 
capacity shall not be used;

(4) that a loud speaker of 10 watts fitted in a wooden 
box or in a ground metal contairier shall be used; 

(5) that the volume of loud speaker shall not exceed 
the second stage of the regulator of the amplifier; 

(6) that the loud speaker shall not be fitted more than 
eight feet high from the ground level and in no 
case shall it be positioned on the top of building; 

(7) that the loud speaker shall face only towards the 
premises or place of residence for which the per- 
mission to use the loud speaker is granted, The 
sound of the loud speakers shall be restricted to 
the audience of the concerned residence only; 

(8) that in the use of the loud speaker there shall be 
no hindrance to the traffic or annoyance to the 
public; 

Provided that no such permission shall be necessary for 
the use of loud speaker for the announcement of any notice 
or communique issued by the Central Government, the 
State Government, the Deputy Commissioner or the District 
Magistrate of the District, Superintendent of Police of the 
District and the Cantonment Executive Officer. 

Explanation : In this bye4aw, “Loud Speaker" includes 
any electrically or mechanically operated means to 
increase the volume of the sound. 

3, Dealer to ascertain the permission first : 

No dealer of loud speaker shall supply loud speaker on hire 
without first ascertaining the written permission of the Can- 
tonment Executive Officer from the person hiring (he loud 
speaker. 

4, Permission to he withdrawn in the interests of public : 

Any permission given on conditions imposed under these 
bye-laws may be withdrawn or varied bv the Cantonment 
Executive Officer, where such withdrawal or variation 
appears necessary in the interests of public, 

5, Appeal against orders of the Cantonment Executive 
Officer : Any person aggrieved by an order of the Canton- 
ment Executive Officer made under these bye-laws may 


appeal to the Board within ten days from the date of com- 
munication of such order ; 

Provided that if the Board is satisfied that a copy of the 
order was received by the appellant after the expiry of the 
said period of ten days, it may entertain the appeal within 
a period of ton days from the date of receipt of the order, 
but not thereafter. 

6. Penalty for contravention of any of the bye-laws ; 

Contravention of any of these bye-laws shall lie punish- 
able with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and 
in the case of a continuing contravention, with an additional 
fine which may extend to five rupees for every day during 
such contravention continues after conviction for the first such 
contravention.
